The pioneering clinical work in 
the new instrument and process 
using aluminum oxide as the cut­ 
ting agent was carried out at Co­ 
lumbia university by Dr. Carl R. 
Oman, professor of dentistry, and 
a colleague, Dr. Edmund Apple- 
baum. 
Aluminum oxide was selected as 
the cutting agent because of its 
excellent cutting qualities, its ex­ 
traordinary chemical stability and 
its white color.

NEW YORK opt — Ford’s labor 
pact should have cleared the way 
for an early offering of Ford stock 
to the public.

The Ford stock offering was held 
up by the labor bargaining be­ 
cause before a public issuing of 
stock can be m ade Ford m ust fur­

Comm ission with its financial fig­ 
ures. Ford has never m ade these 
public and certainly couldn’t have 
been expected to while it w as bar­ 
gaining with its em ployes over how 
much more it could afford to pay 
them . 
With a three-year labor peace 
bought by its prom ise to set up a 
55 million dollar fund out of which 
to give laid-off workers part of 
their customary pay. Ford is now 
in a position to go ahead with sale 
of its stock to the public. 
A ctually, the stock to be sold is 
that held by the Ford Foundation. 
The nonvoting shares are carried 
on the foundation’s books at $135 
each. But Wall Street figures that 
Ford’s assets are just under two 
billion dollars, and that, therefore, 
the foundation’s shares have an as­ 
set value in excess of $500 each. 
Since $500 a share stock isn’t 
popular with the generaW investing 
public, the expectation is that Ford 
will split the stock at least IO for 
one,

m aking the public offering. 
Other com panies have stock pur­ 
chasing plans for their em ployes.

WASHINGTON tfv-Are big labor 
unions heading for the day when, 
by their very success in winning 
benefits for their members, they 
no longer can get the support of 
those 
members in a showdown 
f with a company or industry. 
This much can be taken as a 
truism: 
The bigger the stake a worker 
has in the company which employs 
him, the bigger his reason for not 
wanting it to suffer loss or ruin, 
as it might from a strike. 
By a strike is meant such things 
as a pension, with the size of it 
based on years of service and 
earnings; company stock which a 
• worker may own; the medical and 
^ hospital bills which a company 
pays; and so on. 
The CIO United Auto Workers 
has just negotiated an impressive 
contract with the Ford Motor Co. 
For a time the company offered 
to let its employes buy Ford stock. 
This offer did not become part of 
the contract. The company may 
make the offer again. 
In time UAW may obtain a con- 
41 tract — covering stock ownership 
and better pensions, guaranteed 
wages and pay scales—which may 
profoundly affect workers’ attitude 
toward the company and make 
them more conservative. 
Suppose then the UAW7 made 
demands for some new benefits 
which, while nice to have, were 
far less than those already ob­ 
tained. Would the workers strike 
to win them, taking a chance on 
^ lo sin g everything, just to back the 
union. 
Unions may face that problem 
some day. An old question arises: 
Can any union be effective if it 
can’t back up its demands. 
Perhaps in time the role of un­ 
ions may have to take a form not 
now discerned. For example: What 
happens when a company lets un­ 
ion members buy its stock. 
Is 
their allegiance then divided be- 
4^ tween company and union Or do 
they, through the union, demand 
a voice in running the company 
to protect their investment. 
In the future workers almost 
certainly will tend to be tied far 
more strongly to companies which 
guarantee them 52 weeks’ pay a 
year, work or no work, and have 
good pension plans. Such workers 
will have abundant reason to stay 
with one company and in one town 
4§or city. 
With an assured future, they can 
make thgeir own long-range plans, 
such as in home buying and edu­ 
cating their children. It seems rea­ 
sonable to believe that the more 
deeply workers’ lives get tied into 
the success of a business, the more 
conservative they will become.

W IN N IN G VIA RA DIO 
AMONG THE effective weapons being 
used against communism are the r a d i o 
broadcasts by the government’s Voice of 
America, Radio Free Europe which is op­ 
erated by the Crusade for Freedom, and 
Radio Liberation, sponsored by the Amer­ 
ican Committee for the liberation of t h e 
people of Russia. 
Of the three RFE is by far the most ef­ 
fective. It uses 29 transmitters in Western 
Germany and Portugal, and its broadcasts 
are heard in Russia, Poland, Hungary, Ro­ 
mania and Bulgaria. 
That these efforts are greatly feared by 
the communists is shown by the fact that 
Russia spends $25 million a year trying to 
jam the broadcasts. Russia has no la w 
against listening to broadcasts, but secret 
police keep a close check on the practice 
and citizens known to make a practice of 
it often find themselves on the way to Si­ 
beria. 
One of the direct results of the project 
is the announcement that an estimated ll 
million people have fled the communist 
countries. The plan is founded on the rec­ 
ognized theory that the people shall know 
the truth and the truth shall make them 
free. 
The programs are largely constructive 
in character, and contain much which is 
designed to be helpful to listeners. But al­ 
ways, day after day, there is the urge to 
throw off the yoke of oppression, renounce 
communism, and join the other free peo­ 
ples in the world.

Meanwhile the Fund for the Republic 
has been antagonistic to all Congressional 
investigations and investigators, has teams 
all over the country ostensibly investigat­ 
ing the Communists but actually seeking 
to discover what active anti-Communists 
have been doing. A very complex question­ 
naire has been sent to firms using radio 
and television programs to advertise their 
wares, asking in the minutest detail what 
their policies are concerning the employ­ 
ment of Communists or alleged Commu­ 
nists on radio and television.

“ (I) Does your organization hold that 
certain political criteria should be met by

ernment agency? 
(b) one who was an ‘unfriendly witness’ 
before a governmental investigating body? 
(c) one who stood on the Fifth Amend­ 
ment before such a body? 
(d) one who has been listed in such pri­ 
vate organs as ‘Counterattack,* ‘Red Chan­ 
nels,’ ‘Firing Line’? 
(e) an artist who in the public mind, or 
at least before a goodly section of the pub­ 
lic, is deemed ‘controversial’? 
(f) any other category? 
“ (2) If such criteria are to be met, does 
your organization leave the application of 
them to the advertising agency and the net­ 
work or do you take an active interest? 
“ (3) Is it your experience that the em­ 
ployment of ‘controversial’ personalities 
hurts the sale of products? 
“ (4) Are you satisfied with the way the 
question has been handled to date?” 
The Fund for the Republic has also be­ 
come engaged in the free distribution of 
books, pamphlets, newspaper articles, etc. 
One phase of political propaganda is the 
uninvited, unsolicited, unpaid for distribu­ 
tion of material on one side of a question 
with the object of influencing public opin­ 
ion. The Fund has sent such material to 
clergymen, college presidents and Federal 
judges, among others.

Apaches, once the most dread­ 
ed raiders of the F ar West. They 
have

One of their latest money-mak­ 
ing ideas is to establish a dude 
ranch on their mountainous 719- 
square-m ile 
reservation 
here, 
one of the most picturesque a r­ 
eas of New Mexico. It is no wily 
redskin plot to lure the white 
man here and scalp him with re­ 
to rt rates. 


“ If we do start a dude ranch, 
we TI operate it on a high lev­ 
el,” said Wendell Chino, a dis­ 
tant relative of Gerunomoe’t who 
is now president of the trib e ’s 
business com mittee. 
There is no doubt that if Chi­ 
no has anything to do with it, it 
will have to be on a high level. 
He is passionately devoted to 
raising the lot of his people. A 
short, powerfully built m an of 
32, Chino was the first m em ber 
of the Apache tribe to become 
an ordained minister. He took a 
leave of absence from his pulpit 
post in the Reformed Church in 
A m erica to direct the trib e’s ec­ 
onomic affairs. 
Two decades ago the Apaches 


lived much as they did in Ger­ 
onim o^ wild heyday. 
Today m ost of the Indians Live 
in neat 4-room cottages built by 
the tribe with funds borrowed 
from 
the 
governm ent. 
Many 
have become ranchers or cow- 
boys. The cattle herd has grown 
to 10,000. The tribe also receives 
$150,000 a y ear from the sale of 
tim ber. 
“ We have come a long way in 
only 
20 
y ears,” 
said 
Chino 
proudly - 
“ But our average cash income 
is only about $800. We are still 
in the lower income bracket, in 
term s of the general Am erican 
standard id living. Our big prob­ 
lem is unemployment. We have 
about 150 without jobs.”

A Trio of New Drugs 
Treat as Many Ills

IN our m onthly review of m edi­ 
cine, we find three new drugs: 
one gives relief from ulcer pain, 
an o th er clears up nasal conges­ 
tion an d a th ird will help the 
m entally ill. 
P athilon T ridihexethide gives 
prom pt relief from spasm pain in 
persons afflicted w ith peptic u l­ 
cers, according to Dr. Ju lian M. 
Ruffin, professor of m edicine at 
Duke U niversity. 
Blocks Nerve Impulses 
‘ 
T he drug works by blocking 
nerve im pulses along sections of 
th e nervous system th a t control 
th e sm ooth m uscle lining of th e 
stom ach and intestine. By reliev­ 
ing th e spasm s, the drug inhibits 
th e secretion of gastric juices, 
t h u s e l i m i n a t i n g a p r im a r y 
source of ulcer irritation. 
Tyzioe, a new nasal spray, is 
reported to be a n effective tre a t­ 
m en t for congestion accom pany­ 
ing th e com m on cold, allergic 
rh in itis, vasom otor rhinitis, acute 
sinusitis and sim ilar com plaints. 
Four Hours' Relief 
Dr. H arold C. M enger of B rook­ 
lyn, New York, reports th a t he 
found th e solution superior to 
m any o th er sprays 
and nose 
drops now in use. The m ajority of 
p atien ts tak in g th e solution in a 
test, he w rites in a recent issue 
of th e New Y ork S tate Journal 
of M edicine, got up to four hours’ 
relief. T reatm en ts a t bedtim e 


lasted through th e night, Dr. 
Menger says. 
Reserpine, a pure alkaloid from 
the juices of the snakeroot, is 
reported effective in the tre a t­ 
ment of m ental patients. Dr. 
Dean C. Tasher, psychiatrist at 
the State Hospital a t Manteno, 
Illinois, says it helps calm and 
quiet patients. 


Calms Patients 
He tested 221 patients, 82 of 
them women who had been a t the 
hospital from one to ten years. 
Within a day or two, he reports, 
the women were calmer. W ithin 
ten weeks, the first patient was 
ready to be discharged from the 
hospital. 
Reserpine, however, is said to 
have undesirable side effects and 
m ust be used with care by doctors 
in treating patients. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. G. Y.: Is there any test other 
than a urinalysis which a person 
may have to determ ine if he has 
diabetes? I have ail of the symp­ 
toms of diabetes and urine tests 
are negative. 
Answer: Since determ ination 
of the am ount of sugar in the 
blood is advisable in m aking a 
diagnosis of diabetes, you should 
have a blood sugar test made.

Gimmicks Aid Communities 
Receive Television Shows 
WED AD, No. ll: Gim m icks 
NEW YORK UPI—Many sm aller 
com m unities with little prospect 
of TV stations of their own m ay 
yet receive good program service 
by one of two alternatives—com ­ 
m unity antennas or satellite tran s­ 
m itters. 
Com m unity 
antennas 
already 
are in wide use in fringe areas, 
with m ore than 300 in operation 
serving about a quarter of a mil- j 
lion hom es. Several satellite and 
booster tran sm itters are in exper- j 
im ental operation and the Federal 
Com m unications 
Commission 
is 
considering authorizing their use 
on a com m ercial basis where regu­ 
lar TV stations are im practical. 


The com m unity 
antenna oper­ 
ates this way: A m aster antenna 
tower is built on the highest avail­ 
able site in the area to be served.

On Wages, Hours 


• With schools closed for the Sum ­ 
m er, em ployers, parents and teen­ 
agers in Pickaw ay County are ad­ 
vised to get acquainted with the 
age lim its on vacation jobs for 
young people. The restrictions are 
set by the F air Labor Standards 
Act—the 
federal 
wage-a n d-hour 
law. 
William S. Singley, regional di­ 
rector of the U. S. Labor D epart­ 
m ent's Wage and Hour Division, 
explained that certain rules apply 
to 
the 
employm ent 
of 
young 
workers. 
He pointed out that m inors m ust 
be at least 16 years of age to work 
in general occupations and at least 
18 for em ploym ent in the 12 haz­ 
ardous occupations, such as motor 
vehicle driver or helper, elevator 
operator, and as operators of pow- 
: er-driven 
m etal 
form ing, 
paper 
cutting, and bakery m achines. 
The child labor provisions of the 
I law also perm it the em ploym ent 
of 14 and 15-year-olds in non-m anu­ 
facturing jobs, such as in office, 
clerical, or sales work, but their 
em ploym ent is limited to 8 hours 
a day and 40 hours a week, when 
schools are closed, and 3 hours 
a day or 18 hours in a week when 
schools are in session. Moreover, 
these youngsters may not

before 7 a. rn., or utter 7 p. rn.

CAMP HALE, Colo.—In this age of radio, radar, TV and all manner 
of electronic communication, the hard-flying carrier pigeon with his 
uncanny sense of direction still maintains an important place in mili­ 
tary operations. 
v 
That was one of th® end-product determinations in Exercise Hail 
Storm staged here in the two-mile-high always cold passes of the Colo­ 
rado Rockies with men, machines, mules, messenger dogs and carrier 
^ p ig e o n s battling 30-below-zero temperatures, blizzards, and snows three 
^ t o ten feet deep. 
Among the stars of the maneuvers were 33 pigeons from the famed 
Fort Monmouth, N. J., Army pigeon center. They "iced up” a bit 
around their beaks, and the tough going slowed them down and cut 
their normal range, but their diminished efficiency in the extreme cold 
was relatively less than that suf­ 
fered by almost any other living 
creature or machine. 
When the rugged terrain ham­ 
strung cable-laying operations and 
radio suffered from its great draw- 
b a c k s 
of 
being 
intercepted, 
^jam m ed , or “telegraphing’* to the 
opposition where its transm itters 
were located, the pigeons per­ 
formed in a fashion worthy of their 
proud forebears dating all the way 
back to King Solomon. 


EIGHT HUNDRED select birds 
make 
up 
the 
Fort 
Monmouth 
winged contingent now, and among 
them on the retired list are some 
of the most celebrated homing 
40 pigeons in history, including the 
fabulous GI Joe. 
GI Joe was decorated for his 
exploit of flying 20 miles in 20 
minutes carrying a message that 
cancelled a scheduled saturation 
bombing of Colvi Vecchia, Italy, 
that would have wiped out 1,000 
British troops who unexpectedly 
had stormed the town marked 
earlier for extinction by their own 
bombers.

Among tho “elder statesmen” at 
Fort 
Monmouth 
is 
the 
almost 
equally famed Yank, who flew 90 
miles in IOO minutes in Tunisia to 
carry the first news of Hie capture 
of Field Marshal Erwin Rommel's 
/ Tenth and Fifteenth German Pan­ 
zer divisions, beating all other 
communications by two hours.

IT WAS at Fort Monmouth that 
the 
famous 
Methuselah 
of 
all 
pigeons, Kaiser, who was captured 
£ f r o m the Germ.ms in World War I, 
reached the unprecedented age of 
32. The life span of the average 
bird is 7 to IO years, with his best 
flying years being from one to 
three years old, after which the 
best pig'eons are used as breeders. 
The most significant discovery 
pointing to the continued and per­ 
haps 
increased 
importance 
of 
pigeons in war Is that rays emit­ 
ted from atomic bomb explosions 
^0 apparently do not affect them un- 
' less they are severe enough to 
cripple them or to extinguish life 
itself. 


So far the only things that real­ 
ly throw pigeons off course are 
the electrical storms associated 
with the Aurora Borealis and with 
sun spots 
that also play havoc 
with radio 
and telephone. There 
are some reports that intense radar 
confuses the birds, but this is not 
fully established. 
New uses of pigeons as carriers 
are being discovered all the time, 
such as the neat trick of tossing 
them in paper bags from aircraft 
This protects them from injury 
until they 
are clear and have 
pecked their way free of the sacks, 
and the birds have proved to be 
reliable harbingers of disaster re­ 
ports after the planes* radios were 
knocked out. 
Scientists have ingeniously fath­ 
omed many secrets of electronic 
communications, but still have to 
guess at the nature of the amaz­ 
ing built-in direction finder that 
nature provided the pigeon.

ADVENT of the airplane has en­ 
abled experts to peer over the 
pigeons* shoulders and track some 
of their homing flights 
Surpris­ 
ingly these turned out to be more 
than just automatic excursions im­ 
pelled by “blind Instinct.” 
The birds take 10-20 minutes of 
flying around to get their bear­ 
ings; then they take off in the 
general direction, but they will 
steer around storms. 
Some pigeons display downright 
“human" traits of labor saving, 
like Rapid Beauty, the Australian 
champion who was shorn of his 
honors when it was discovered that 
he hitchhiked rides on express 
trains. 
At Dunston, England, a 
homing pigeon that had been miss­ 
ing two weeks in a 480-mile race 
was found eight miles away— 
walking home! 
Mentioned in the Biblical Book 
of Job, homing pigeons have a 
real tradition to build upon. 
The 
Roman historian Pliny tells of 
them carrying messages during 
the 42 B.C. siege of Modena. 
In 
1870 they carried the first mess­ 
ages on newly-invented microfilm 
from besieged Paris. 


Back in January we had some­ 
thing about the old-time remedies 
for aches, pains 
and epizootics, 
*but you know we clean forgot one 
thing—that was the many ways to 
get rid of warts. 
I’ll bet you can remember 
many of these—but as you re­ 
call them, you may wonder how 
people could have been so fool­ 
ish as to expect a cure from 
such screw ball ideas. Strangely 
though, an eminent m e d i c a l 
man, who had made a study of 
most of these ‘‘cures”, stated 
that a great percent of them 
were effective and, he goes on to 
say, that the cause and cure of 
warts originates in the mind and 
that most any cure .can do the 
work, if we believe it will. 
In this, we leave to your own 
opinion—no comment from this de­ 
partment. 
Maybe you have never b e e n 
bothered, but if you have, no doubt 
you've tried out at least one of 
these odd home remedies to make 
a wart go away. Now there were 
those who would swear that if you 
would rub a potato peeling on a 
wart for several successive nights, 
it would go away, while others 
used the red juice from a beet 
leaf, or maybe it was the milk 
from the milkweed plant. Also we 
have heard that the milk from the 
stem of a freshly.picked fig leaf 
will work wonders. 
* 
* 
* 


IF YOU WANT to try this out, 
we ll have plenty of these growing 
in our garden before long. Now 
some of the cures wert a little 
more complicated in their applica­ 
tion. One wras to cut a raw’ potato 
into several thin slices and touch 
each wart with a separate slice 
and then to be sure and hide each 
piece in a different place. 
Another sure cure was to crush 
some string-bean leaves, rub this 
on the wart and. when no one was 
looking, to hide the mess under an 
old brick. We heard of another 
one, where the sufferer tried ev­ 
erything, such as burning with 
acid, or tieing a silk string around 
the offender to choke it or doping 
it with some sort of a homemade 
salve—but had no luck until he 
rubbed it with raw meat and then 
buried the piece of meat, and when 
this rotted, the wart disappeared. 
Some people used to bathe theirs 
with rain-water which was col­ 
lected in the hollow stump of a 
white oak tree while others relied 
on their secret operation of spit­ 
ting on theirs the first thing after 
they woke up in the morning. In 
some neighborhoods, the predom­ 
inating method of cure was to 
steal a greasy dishcloth and bury 
it somewhere, and when it disin­ 
tegrated, your troubles wore over. 
It is also said that if you 
would take a kernel of corn and 
put a drop of blood on this from 
one of your tumors, and then 


feed this grain of corn to a black 
chicken, it was a sure cure. 
Another of the old-time reme­ 
dies, when you had a lot of them, 
was to count how many you had 
to get rid of, and to put this num­ 
ber of knots in a string and to tie 
this string to a down-spout on the 
house so that the rain-water could 
hit it, causing the knots to rot 
and, as they did, so one by one 
your warts w’ould disappear. 
Here's another one, w’here you 
had to do some counting—cut as 
many notches in a stick as you 
have of the unsightly growths, 
then bury this stick and in a very 
short time results would be had. 
Now here's one that required fin­ 
esse—if you will let a grasshopper 
devour the thing, it won’t come 
back—the wart, we mean. But the 
problem is—to get a hopper which 
isn’t scared and is very hungry. 
♦ * * 
HERE’S ONE we have saved 
for the last—thinking that maybe 
someone might wrant to try It out— 
but , remember you must have 
some warts to make it work. The 
best w\ay we know’ of to get these 
so we were told when we were 
kids—is to monkey around with a 
hoppin’ toad in the garden. 
Then, to remove them painless­ 
ly, it is said that if a person is 
opposite in the pigmentation of the 
skin, they can remove each other’s 
warts—that is. a brunette can get 
rid of a blone’s warts by caress­ 
ing them, and a blonde, likewise 
those of the brunette—but remem­ 
ber—this must be done for a period 
of 5 minutes each day, until there 
is a cure.
